“The un®mployment crisis has a 
focused attention upon the em 


ment of child labor,” anid the

to adopt the proposed amendment ta 
the federal constitution prohibiting 
the employment of children in indus. 
try. We are opposed to the exploita- 
tion of child akee. We deem it, there- 
fore, indefensible and wrong that the 
child supplant the adult as a worker. 
We rejoice in the firm stand of the 
Holy Father, who, in his encyclical on

ARMY AT AGE OF 81 YEARS 
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His Grave Now Unknown 
These are the highlights of 
Andrew Wallace, 
Inverness, Scotland, Catholic 
the American Revolution. He is known 
to have been buried in the graveyard 
of St. Patrick's Cathedral, New York.
